Mahatma Gandhi, He was assassinated on Janu- 
ary 30, 1949, On this occasion a question arises 
Before us: What would he have done, had he been alive 





in South Alrica to-day? 

‘The answer lies ina clear understanding of the real 
issues at state, We have the men of apartheid preaching 
that race is the main determinant of a people's destiny. 
‘The person with a White skin is presumed to be the 
superior of the dark-skinned person, Where this is be- 
ginuing to be doubted, the law of survival is quoted to 








justify race oppression, 

Against this background Gandhiji would have never 
fora moment been in doubt about the moral issues in- 
volved here, Alive as he certainly would be t8 the bar- 
barous ervelty and inhumanity of apartheid, he would 
have resolutely refused to hate the Afrikaner Nationalists 
and all those White people who suppott them in their 
oppression of the man of colour. Above all, he would 
not have been satisfied merely with saying injustice is 
evil, Where the most sacred things in Man were attack- 
ed, he would have been the first to offer his very life ie 
self to uphold the dignity of Man, 

Ayrutheid is so mad in its craze to humiliate the man 
; so determined to crush all opposition to it and 
1 in its very being that it has absolutely no place 
national life, Like its sister-ideology, 
Na:ise_ it ust either be destroyed completely or 
destro’ South Africa, But in doing that, care must be 
© eitised that its opponents do not allow themselves to 
»rompletely its victims that they confuse the real 
uss at stale. Voices must be raised from the non- 
ropean side making it quite clear to the Afriksans- 
speaking cSmmunity that opposition to apartheid has 
nothing whatsoever to do with hostility to the Afrikaner; 
that the two are definitely not synonymous. The non- 
opean who seeks his liberty recégnises the Afrikaner's 
right to regard South Africa as his country, But the 
enemy of both the non-European and the Alrikaner is the

We believe that Gandhiji himself would have taken 
up this attitude, We believe, also, that he would have

asking for freedom where they were not prepared to

Mr. Morkel broke away from the Dutch Reformed 
Church because he felt that he was not wanted within it.

Ie is something to be grateful for that the next 
session comes in another two years. Events move. too 
swiftly on the continent to allow of delaying another con- 
ference lor too long. In the meantime thought could .be 
given to the idea of establishing a permanent body to 
co-ordinate the activities of the various peoples of Africa 
as well a8 10 give them a consciousness 6f oneness. Here 
the independent States can make a positive and direct 
camtribution

ference should have devoted a good deal of its attention

According to the Ametica Statistical Abstract and 
the United States Department of Commerce Reports 
which are available to the Minister, the. book value 0 
American investments in the whole of .Africa came to 
about 6 hundred million dollars, half of which was in- 
vested in South Africa, According to the same sources 
American trade with Africa lasi year amounted to about 
fone thousand million dollars—less than one-fifth of all 
United States imports or exports. How this drop in the 
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economic ocean of trade can justify the charge of im 
perialism we fail completely to understand, Bit perhaps. 
the Minister knows better. 

Nor can we understand how the Miner of Lands 
and Water fails to appreciate the historical factors which 
determine America’s attitude to the-peoples now winning 
their liberty. The Américan nation was born out of revolt 
Against iipperialism. ‘The United States Constitstion com=~ 
mits the Americans to unswerving loyalty to the ideals of 
liberty. It is trae that in South Africa, America has for 
a long time been unable to reconcile the conflict in her 
sense of direction between the demands made by the 
things of the flesh and the things of the spirit. But she 
is awakening to her error now and is returning to that 
line in her approach to African freedom which is con-

Death Of Mr. C. W. M. Gell 


have received the tragic 

news of the death of 
Mr. C.W.M, Gell. He was 
one of South Africa's fore- 
most Liberals and an 
authority of African afiaits, 
His death, brings toan end, 
thirteen years of suffering. 
He was born in Edinburgh 
in 1917 and was paralysed 
by poliomyelitis when in 
India with the Indian Civil 
Service, thirteen years ago, 
During these years, except 
for a few hours everyday, 
he spent all bis life in an 
iron lung. There was very 
little left of his body under 
the blankets. All his vital- 
ity was crowded into his 
head, and his eyes used to 
sparkle with vitality and 
youth,

Some years ago, while 
ie was in the Transvaal, 
our late editor Manilal 
Gandhi met him, and was 
very impressed with his 
courage and undaunted 
spirit. Since then he has 
always written for “Opinion” 
and upto the time of hi 
death we have continued to 


receive articles and letters 
from him. He has also 
been aclose friend of the 
Gandhi family. He has 
been a friend and guide to 
us during the past two 
years, since the death of 
Manilal Gandhi, and we 
feel today the sorrow of 
having-lost someone very 
close, very dear and very 
revered to us. 


His death, today, takes 
away yet another friend and 
champion of non-Euro- 
peans in South Africa, 
His mind was eo alert and 
alive, that one cannot think 
of him as someone who 
was completely bedridden, 
or that he suffered so deeply 
for so many years, 





He has well-deserved the 
rest that he has now found,

E believe most churchmen will be sorry that 
AU ecscntrene of Cures planed for he end 

of the year is now likely to be cancelled in view 
of the campaign of vilification which has developed from 
Archbishop de Blank’s sermon in America in which he 
pointed out that the Dutch Reformed Church gives tacit 
approval to apartheid. Many also, who are not within 
the fold of the Church, will regret that pol has been 
allowed to intrude into a situation where it was bound to 
do a lot of harm. 

‘The peculiar thing about all the heat which has been 
let loose on Dr. de Blank's head is that theré is nothing 
which he said which is not in accotd with well-known 
facts, in the first place. And he did not single out the 
Dutch Reformed Church for atiack. He blamed the 
Christian Church as a whole on the issue of race but 
pointed out that the DRC differed from the other con- 
Erogations in that it gave a certain form of backing to 














apartheid. Finally, he has made it clear in a number of 
statements since the famous sermon that he did not attaek 
the DRC. In spite of all this the campaign of vilification

‘An outsider watciting the storm which rages around 
the Archbishop's head would hin: he had committed a 
terrible felony. The truth is that he has done nothing 
ofthe sort. What he has done, however, and for which 
wwe believe he will be persecuted, is that he has taken a 
stand on the race question which cold ultimately isolate 
the Dutch Reformed Church in the Christian world. All 
along the dominant fashion in the Anglican Church was 
to oppose aparcheid’by word and to treat it, like siny as 
one of those things with which we have to put up in this 
world. It was this attitude which led to the withdrawal 
ofaman like Father Trevor Huddleston from South 
Africa. It was the same outlook ivhich made most White 
Anglicans regard the great Michael Seott as somet! 
of a crank and not a Christian who lived his religion, 














‘The advent of Dr. de Blank on the scene has con. 
fronted the Dutch Reformed Church with an Anglican 
leader who sets the fashion in the militant direction fol- 
lowed by Michael Scott and Trevor Huddleston. And 
he has made it quite clear that he is in deadly earnest 
about his loyalty to Christian ideals and will not allow 
considerations of “respectability” to stand in the way 
when he does what he believes Christ wants him to do, 
With a Christian of his stature taking up this attitude, 
the graver weaknesses in the DRC's race beliels are 
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automatically thrown into bolder perspective. And for 
this, Afrikaner nationalism will treat him as though he 
were the scum of the earth, ' 





| White Tradition 


He isa great and noble enough man aot to be dis- 
couraged by all the abuse showered upon his head. And 
he needs no consolation from anybody because’ he does 
the right thing. But we should like to place dn record 
our admiration and gratitutde for his courage and ex- 
ample. For too long the Christian Church has often 
fought shy of saying and doing the things it told us were 
right. By changing the fashion here, Dr. de Blank, 
among others, shows up Christian values as something 
more than one more White tradition which thrives on the 
oppression of the man of colour. 

‘The Dutch Reformed Church's attitude, leads log’ 
ally to the position where it will one day "be sen as an 
admission that on the DC's own practices and beliefs, 
Christian values are inadequate for purposes of regulating 
and giving form to the relations between Black and 
White human beings. With the DRC confusing moral 
principle political expediency—and’ no less an 
authority than Professor Pistorious, in his "No Further 
Trek," has told us this—it becomes increasingly easier 
for the man of colour to discern between the White 
Christian whose interest is to enable his fellowmen to 
know the truth and in that way be free and ‘the fellow

Mr, Gbedemah, Ghana’s Finance Minister, in 

which he said that the free peoples of Africa will 
not tolerate a situation in which two million Whites op- 
press over nine million Africans was a very important 
pronouncement for the Union, He gave thé Whites five 
years within which to effect reforms. If peaceful per 
suasion within that time failed to produce the desired 
results, continued Mr. Gbedemah, the peoples of free 
Africa would know what to do. 

Mr. Gbedemah, as is widely recognised, is one of the 
policy-makers in the Ghana government.’ He is not one 
of the wild men of the Convention People’s Party.

ers’ Society, Mr. A. D. Lazarus made the proposal 

that a foundation should be set up to finance research 
into the part played by the Indian minority in the life of 
the South African nation, This is the sort of construc- 
tive thinking on national problems which holds out bet- 
ter prospects of getting us to feasible solutions than the 
political exhibitionism fashionable in some non-European 
circles.

To oppose race oppression and expose its wicked- 
ness is both necessary and important. But to achieve 
their purpose, these two approaches must be comple- 
mented by a scientific understanding of the factors which 
ave given our various peoples their peculiar attitudes 
“towards each other; by scientific appreciation of the real 
contributions the different groups have made to national 
progress. Scientific inquiry has gone deep into the life 
of the African people and, to a lesser extent, the Colour- 
eds. In spite of commendable efforts already made, 
knowledge on the Indian is limited, 

Because of this, the Indian often finds himsell in 
impossible situations, When he reacts to events in ways 
which ze perfectly normal and human, all sorts of con- 
structions are put on that. And these are at all’ times 
designed to perpetuate the myth that he is an alien, un- 
assimilable group and to justify his being treated in ways 
‘which will ulimately convince him that salvation for him 
lies in returning to In 

The type of work which Mr. Lazarus envisages 
could bring out data to show that not only lias the Indian 
made his own distinctive contribution to national deve- 
Topment, but that, in fact, he has played a part of which 
any other section of the nation could be proud in similar 
circumstances. 

_ But the suggestion is valuable in two other direc- 
tions. It represents a broadening of attitude designed to 
fix forever the role of the Indian in_national 
self-criticism to which this.would inevitably give rise 
could produce attitudes which could have the happiest 
results for all concerned, 

Secondly, it represents the abandonment of policies 
based on the assumption that the Indians were a special 
people, with especial interests and who had to be treated 
by the rulers in a special way. Scientific inquiry 
bring co light the fact that the Indian is a human being, 
like everybody and this might in the end lead to situa- 
tions where organisations like the Natal In 
could function in ways which cement sol 
‘working. in the direction of widening fissions among the 
non-Whites. From here a great future could emerge Tor 
the Indian community.

HE conference of African peoples which meets in 
Accra in October to consider the po: 
offered by Gandhian non-violence in the fi 
rid the corttinent of the scourge of White domination is a 
turning-point not only in Africa's history but also in the 
Felations between Black: and White, 

The free States of Africa have made up theit mind 
to give backing to the revolt against White domination 
from the Cape to Cairo. This is bound to give terrific 
momentum to African nationalism on the one hand and, 
on the other, to’intensify feelings of solidarity among the 
peoples of Africa, In the long run this, give wise leader- 
ship, could enable the peoples of Africa to make positive 
contributions towards world peace. 

‘The Accra assembly is important also because it is 
a tlear counterblast to the Alro-Asiafi Peoples’ Solidarity. 
conference which now has permanent offices in Cairo to 
put across Africa the Moscow line, Russia and China 
have entered Africa with the obvious intention of forcing 
the pace of events in the direction of an armed clash be- 
tween Black and White over race oppression, ‘They 
would lose nothing themselves from such a war. On the 
contrary they could gain a lot, Ghana and the other 
depen ent African States would be deeply involved in it 
and in the ensuing chaos all sorts of things could happen, 

Ina sense, thgn, the initiative to influence the course 
of events in Africa has slipped into Sino-Soviet hands. 
(Apartheid has played no small part in helping the com- 
munists in this respect. Union Buildings is absolutely 
powerless to do anything to alter the direction taken by 
events.) It has been left to Dr, Nkrumah and the heads 
of free African States to devise a way ‘whereby the 
peoples of the continent might be shown a'better short 
cut to real liberty than what Moscow and Peking pr 
scribe. . 

For this reason, if the Nationalist government 
genuinely wants the friendship of the African peoples it 
will show guodwill towards the Accra conference and 
make positive moves to prove that real friendship is being 
sought, In other words,, Union Building will have to 
ghoose between Accra and Cairo, South Africa cannot 
afford to become a permanent stumbling block to every 
move in Africa towards freedom for the Black man. 

If the Accra conference will bea test for the Union 
Government, it will bring'the African National Congress 
also to the crossroads. The gentlemen in Cairo like the 
Freedom Charter and"New Age" alwayshas a: very kind 
word for them. ‘The gentlemen in Accra have little rea- 
son to like the F:eedom Charter and they donot ob- 
viously like the methods favoured in Cairo, 

Against this background Gandhism could be a real 
basis for a new real and lasting unity of the “peoples of 
Africa.

the Ini should feel despondent. But the 
successful closure of shops in protest against the Group 
Areas Proclamations for Durban showed two things 
which have not been given the attention they deserve. 

‘They showed that the Indian has reserves of power 
which he cau still use, ifnot to protect himself effectively 
at this moment, at least to place the government in a 
very uncomfortable position. They showed also that the 
Nationalists, in spite of their apparent powers also have 
their weaknesess, They just could not stop the Indians 
from acting together and closing their shops. 

‘The Nationalists shave one advantage- Their op- 
ponents often hesitate to hit where they—the Nationalists 
are weakest. They have a fair selection of points of vul- 
nerability. One of these deserves attention when think- 
Ing of how best to save Indian tomes. ‘They are most 
anxious to avoid racial storms at the United Nations 
centring around their policies of race oppression. Any 
demor ration on the part of the non-Whites which would 
capture the attention of the world’s Press at the moment 
could make them feel very uncomfortable. And here the 
initiative rests in the hands of Indians themselves, Work- 
ing through their various organisations, political and 
otherwise, they can stage a boycott of West Street shops 
and persuade the.Africans and the Coloureds to do the 

A protracted campaign led with imagination “by a 
leadership not handicapped by ideological obsessions 
would certainly nor close down the West Street shops, 
but the demonstration would be such a magnificent show 
of non-White solidarity that the lords of the Chamber of 
Commerce would begin to spend one or two sleepless 
nights. And when they did that, they would tell their 
City Councit the right things it should do, That would 
not mean the Indian’s troubles would end. But trends of 
thought and action would have been set in motion which 
could, if organised on a vaster plane, begin to confront the 
city of Durban's White group with the reality of disaster, 

- Such s campaign would nor ask anybody to -breale 
any law. People would just refuse to spend their money 
in certain places. And it would atart very many,,in the 
buses, streets and elsewhere talking. It would also make 
all conscious of the real threat to the nation in a law 
which can deprive a man of his right to have his home 
and call it his own, While the world talked about 
non-Europeans would be beginning to seize the initiative 
to fight on new ground and from there proceed to other

For this reason, Mr, Naude’s visit to New Delhi in an- 





other few weeks is a development with an interest all 
its own. 

We do not expect Mr.‘Naude to retur from India 
a Liberal, Miracles of that sort are unusual among or- 
dinary men like the: Nationalists. But we expect that 
when he gets to India he will come face to fice with the 
achievements ofa civilisation whose eréators his govern- 
ment treats with the greatest scorn, He will meet the 
men and women who have made modern India and will 
Aiscover that the quality of their thinking is to say the 
least, of good a standard-as any he hasi come across in 
Western countries, Above.all, we expect him; as an im- 
portant representative of a.people which at least regards 
itself as Christian, to realise that virtue and ability are 
things to which the White people-do not have a mono- 

ind when he returns, he might begin to realise 
ijustice his government does to the Indian—by 
denying him the right to make the best possible use of 















mind the possibility that Mr. Naude' might meet Me, 
Nehru for purposes of exchanging ideas on South Afri. 
ca's Indian problem, ‘The position in’ South Africa at 
the moment is, as a result of the Prime Minister's illness, 
s0 fluid that the discussions'would serve no very useful 
purpose.” At Best they can only enable Mr. Naude to 
geta closer and fuller picture of the mind of India oni this 
question, Whether of not this would be useful at this 
stage nobody can say. 

But the most importarst aspect of-his visit, from, the 
angle of short-term strategy, isthat he might get a fuller 
and clearer picture of the power which is piling up 
not only in Asia but ‘in Europe and America, against 
apartheid, Nobody will treat the Union delegation ik 
pariahs, India is too civilised to resort to apartheid’s 
manners like that, But at the same time Mr, Naude and 
his colleagues ure nut likely to be lett in doubt abou 
Asia's hostility to apartheid and the fact that the millions 
of that continent, in common,with those of Africa, have. 
set themselves the goal of pulling down. the house 
that apartheid has built within the shortest time pos 
sible, ;

Itis true that his election is the worst disaster that 
could befall this country. From Afrikaner nationalism 
the man of colour ean expect ruin and humiliation, In 
its present mood, he can now be certain that the rulers 
‘will ride rough-shod over him, That is the real signi- 
ficance of Dr. Verwoerd's promotion, 

This is all very distressing. But it should not lead 
to panic. In terms of legislation and accumulated powers 
for use against challenges to their authority, the Nation 
alists have done nearly all they could in readiness for the 
dark period which Verwoerdism is going to bring on the 
sountry. What waits to be done now is for the Nation- 
alists to use their powers to ensure that they remain 
baases. And in moving to that goal nobody should be 
under any illusions. 

Lite Strijdom, Verwoerd has a one-track’ mind and 
the word retreat does not exist in his political dictionary, 
He will drive the country to his republic and beyond with 
all the power he can command. In doing that he will not 
bother much about what bappens to the non- Nationalists, 
All he witl be concerned with will be to keep the loyalty 
of the faithful, And these cheer only where there is con- 
tinuous and spectacular movement forward. Unfortunate- 
ly for him room within which to maneouvre is getting 
narrower and narrower—with apartheid becoming 
creasingly challenged by its victims. But that will not 
daunt a man like him, He will crash chrough every 
barrier of opposition, even if that pulls South Africa 
down. 

For, Afrikaner siationalism is like a tiger, Who gets 
onits back rides to the death, There is na stop in its 
mad rush to disaster. 

While all this naturally conduces to gloom, it must 
be said that there are also very bright streaks of light in 
this otherwise dark situation. The real issues at stake in 
the race quarrel will now be defined in the clearest terms 
possible. A lot of the confusion which has prevailed in 
the ranks of the opponents of apartheid will vanish and 
men and women will no longer be in doubt about the 
right thing to do at the right moment, 

There must of necessity be justifiable pessimism in 
terms of the immediate future. But against the perspec. 
tive of ultimate objectives, the election of Dr. Verwoerd 
is also a blessing in disguise.

American Says: 90 per cent Primitive 

HE Dean of the Harvard Law School, Dr, 

Erwin Griswold, who attended the opening of 

the South Affican treason ‘trial as an unofficial 
American observer, told a Press conference in New 
York that he could not draw @ parallel between the 
situation in South Affica and any situation in the 
United States.

‘But, as “New Age” point- 
ed out in a recent editorial, to allow these to stand in the 
way of co-ordinated action is to be blind to the lessoris of 
history and to facilitate the destruction of one demo- 
cratic group after another. We rarely find ourselves. in 
aygreement with “New Age” but in warning that the ple- 
sent divisions arc an invitation to disaster, the Cape 
‘Town weekly expressed a view we share. 

‘The obvious difficulty at the moment is the basis on 
which to unite. In spite of certain glaring weaknesses, 
the multiracial conference laid foundations for united 
action which require re-examination in the light of 
ubsequent events. It is a pity that its coniinuation 
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committee seems to have gone into hibernation for 
tonger than is good for the country. Like others in 
the land we should like to appeal to this committee ‘to 
give serious consideration to the need, not so much for a 
second gathering as for broadening both the committee's 
scope and composition before the second . multi-racial 
conference ig called. 

Atthe Johannesburg assembly the committee was 
given fairly wide powers to translate the resolutions into 
action, One of these was to,co-opt people from outside. 
We think now is the time when the committee should 
formally approach the organisations which sent delegates 
and observers and propose a more formal alliance against

Sarule reformers do not live to see their dreams 
ceptional few who plant ideas and have the good 
fortune to see them grow into reality. 

About four years after she had arrived in South Afti- 
eashe joined those agitating for the establishment of 
university classes for non-Europeans, Her enthusiasm 
and energy were promptly recognised by her being ap- 
pointed the direetress of these classes. She started with 
about fourteen students and to-day this number is said to 
hhave risen to 500. 

The real significance of this impressive achievemeint 
lies, not in the large numbers—this, in itself, being on 
eloquent testimony to her foresight—as in the fact that 
her courage and determination enabled her to weather 
the storms which raged against the extension of univer- 

ty facilities for the non-Europeans at the time. In 
taking her stand firmly on the side of the extension, 
‘Mabel Palmer was basically expressing her faith in Man's 
potential to be the best that he can be. 

It is comforting to reflect that events have justified 
that faith. From among the initial fourteen in her first 
classes have come some of the most distinguished leaders 
of non E-veopean thought, The tradition has been carried 
on from year to year and if it were not for the fashionable 
madness about segregation in the universities, these in- 
stitutions were well on the way towards creating, in their 
own way, a climate of opinion which’ could conduce to- 
wards a more realistic approach to the race problem.

Back work has to pass 
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Three Rays Of Hope? 


‘Tis only rarely in the South African situation that 
I cone can feel at all optimistic, and for that reason it is 

perhaps necessary to be cautious inthe hailing of 
hopeful portents, but as this is written, three unconnected 
events, of varying importance, do appear to provide three 
rays of hope for the future. The great powers, meeting 
at Geneva seem to be making some progress towards an 
agreement for the suspension of the testing of nuclear 
weapons, At Accra the Pan-African conference is meet 
ing, and contrary to expectation and ahead of hope, the 
government of this country has allowed South African 
detegates, an Alrican, to attend its deliberations, It is 
true that Messrs. Duncan and Ngubane are not official 
representatives of the South African government, but 
becatise of that, they are more representative of the coun- 
ry than any government delegation could hope to be 
Finally, in the capital city of Natal, the Pietermaritzburg 
City Council has followed its praiseworthy change of 
heart aver Group Areas proposals for the city with a de- 
claration that it will not comply with the government's 
demand that complete apartheid be introduced on the 
‘bus system, and that it will contest in court the govern 
to issue such an order. 

‘To sil this, the eynic no doubt has a ready answer: 
the Geneva conference will break down, again; the Accra 
conference will either be ignored completely by our gov. 
ernment, of, what is worse, will be used as an awful wai 
to feighten white South Africans imo the lniger of 
white domination; the Pietermaritzburg City Council witl 
bbe forced to capitulate, as so many other local bodies 
have been forced to capitulate in the past. All these 
things may happen, in fact probably will happen, but that 
will not diminish the importance of these three events, 
What remains important is the evidence they offer that 
hope is not dead, Even in the sphere of the international 
struggle for power there are some problems which are 
recognised as being so dangerous that the only way in 
which they can be solved is by discussion and agreement, 
In South Africa, even in its present unhappy state, there 
are people of all races who realize the importance of 
having the country represented at the Accra conference, 
and even an all-white city council is prepared to make a 
firm stand against further discriminatory legislation, even 
if the stand is justified on economic rather than moral 
grounds. 

It might perhaps be argued that expediency is the 
reason for all these happenings, but even if this is true, 
and it seems doubtful, it does not rob them of all their 
value. Ina World and a country that seems at times to 
have gone mad, any sane action is valuable, because it 
shows that madness is neither inevitable nor universal. 
Even ifit does not show an acceptance, it does show an 
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awareness of the facts of the situation, and that is a hope- 
ful sign. For in both the werld and South Africa, one 
of the most alarming phenomena of our time has been 
the refusal even to realise what dangers exist in a given 
course of action, To say that there is no danger to man- 
kind in the continued teéting of nulear weapons is ‘far 
more dangerous than to be unable, for the time being, to 
agree on conditions for the suspension of the tests. To 
say that South Africa should show no interest in the 
powerful political forces operating in the rest of the con- 
tinent is to blind onesell to a situation which is in its own 
way as potentially explosive as any hydrogen bomb, And 
for white South Africa to pretend that enforced apartheid 
is in any way desirable or even practicable, is to be as 
stupid as the fattened turkey that looks forward to a 
happy Christmas. But when the facts are faced and the 
challenge admitted, there is at least some hope that the 
challenge will be accepted. Awareness must precede un+ 
derstanding and action, and it is perhaps appropriate that 
at the traditional season of hope for the rel 
West. there are rays of hope discernable in three of the 
spheres where the values of Western civilization stand
